EQUILIBRIUM OF DOCTRINES. » 


The Bible presents the various Christian 
doctrines in their true proportions, and in 
their proper relations to each other. If they 
are received into the heart in the same rela- 
tions and proportions as they are presented, 
they will produce a well-balanced and com- 
plete Christian character ; the graces would 
all be harmoniously developed, and there 
would be no religious monstrosities. But 
the true adjustment of the several doctrines 
to each other is often very much disturbed. 
Some seize on one favorite doctrine, some 
on another, and draw it from its proper po- 
sition—magnify it to undue proportions, and 
The fa- 
vorite doctrine with one class is Election ; 
instead of holding it in the position and re- 
lation assigned it in the Scriptures, they 
magnify it till it excludes from their vision, 
and from their plan of operations all human 
means and instrumentalities. Others seize 
on the doctrine of Free Agency, and dwell 


all dependence on sovereign grace, and 
makes man dependent on himself alone. 
The same may be said of other parallel doc- 
trines. | 

The true cause of this distortion of doc- 
trine, doubtless, lies in the lingering sup- 
position that they are irreconcilable with 
each other, and that if the one is true, the 
other can not be; but we must remember 
that each of these doctrines is revealed in 
the Scriptures, and that fact should be suffi- 
cient for us. The Bible is a book of ulti- 
mate facts. Any truth therein revealed is 
as unquestionable as a fact discovered in the 
natural world. Mysterious it may be, but 
mystery is no more an objection against a 
fact in revelation, than against a fact of na- 
ture. Many of the results produced by 
electricity and magnetism are mysterious, 
but who doubts them for that? Till man 
becomes as omniscient as his Creator, many 
things must appear to him mysterious ; and 
in no department of knowledge should he 
expect more mysteries than that in which 
God reveals to man his scheme of salvation. 

The remedy for this distorted Christian 


character is to be found in studying all parts | 


of the Bible, and placing the doctrines in 
true equilibrium with each other. Each 
one should be allowed its true weight, and 
none should be allowed an undue prepon- 
derance. Christ crucified is the great cen- 
tral fact of Christianity—the sum of the 
system around which all other doctrines re- 
volyve—some nearer, some more distant and 
all exerting their influence on each other, 
and each essential to the completeness of 
the system. Strike any one out, or wrest 
it from its due position, and the harmony of 
the whole is disturbed, and confusion will 
ultimately result.—J/our. and Messenger.

THE DOGS OF ST. BERNAED. 


Four great roads cross the Alps from 
Italy to Switzerland, one of which is the 


pass of St. Bernard. At the top of this 


road, eight thousand feet above the level of 
the sea, in a dreary region uf snow and rock, 
is the famous monastery of St. Bernard. It 
is a great, strong, square, stone building, 


. Standing alone, occupied by monks and dogs, 


whose kind attention to travelers has made 
them famous throughout the world. Every 
stick of wood, and everything to eat, has to 
be brought up from the village below, on the 


backs of mules at a great expense of time | 
and money. Around, are tall, grim rocks, | 


a little lake, scarcely thawing in August, 
and snow-banks, glittering through all the 
summer sunshine. Dreary as it would seem 
to be, a beautiful velvet moss creeps into 
life on the southern slopes, and in the sunny 
hollow of the rocks, blooming with little 
pink-blue and purple flowers, making one 
feel that the most desolate path may have 
friendly smiles. 

Perhaps the most interesting sight at the 
monastery is the dogs, frisking and rolling 
about in the porch in pleasant weather— 
great broad-chested, short-haired, strong- 
limbed fellows, to whom many a poor, be- 
nighted traveller, perishing in those wild 
snows, owes his life. From November till 
May, a trusty servant, accompanied by a 
monk, goes half way down the mountain 
every day in search of travellers. ‘Two. 
large dogs follow on, with little casks of meat 
and drink strapped on their backs ; and so 
keen is their scent, that they will discover a 
man at a great distance, and find out the 
roads in the thickest fogs and heaviest falls 
of snow. Oftentimes all they can see of 
the dogs is their tails, moving along through 
the snow. 

One of the most remarkable of thege no- 
ble dogs was Barry, who is known to have 
saved the lives of forty individuals. Be- 
sides his cask around his neck, he carried a 
warm garment on his back ; and if he failed 
to rouse the traveller into some sense of life 
by bis warm tongue and breath, he would 
race back to the house, and bring somebody 
to the rescue. One day Barry found a poor 
boy asleep, and almost frozen to death, in 
the celebrated glavier of Balsore. Batfry 
warmed the boy, licked him, woke him up, 
and gave him something to drink, and car- 
ried him on his back to the monastery. The 
joy of the poor parents, who can describe ? 
After a life of service, Barry was sent down 
the mountain to a warm and comfortable 
home, where he passed the rest of his days 
in honorable quiet; at his death his body 
was carefully buried, and his skin was stufi- 
ed, and there he may be seen in the museum 
of Berne, standing as large as life, with bis 
collar and bottle. round his neck, ready to 
start on his labors of love.

The Test of Loyalty. 


In our last week’s issue we referred to the 


State officials to renew their oaths. We 
would press the matter still further, and 
have yet another law; one that will exclude 
disloyalists and sympathizers with rebeldom, 
from the privilege of the elective franchise. 
Any man who refuses to take the oath to 
support the National and State Constitu- 
tions, should not be allowed to enjoy the 
same right, the most important one that a 
loyal citizen possesses. 

Let well founded suspicions of disloyalty 
be sufficient ground for challenge at the 
polls, and refusal to take the oath, a bar to 
that privilege. 

Now is the time to act; in a few weeks 
or months at the farthest, we shall find our- 
selves overrun with an emigration from 
Dixie anxiously seeking a resting spot be- 
yond the reach of the victorious armies of 
the Union; here they will come in hordes, 
vagabonds and fugitives from Secessia, mor- 
ally as undesirable as the Chinese, and po- 
litically more so. Should this class of emi- 
gration be admitted to the same status of 
citizenship with the loyal emigrant, to the 
same rights in every respect that the loyal 
citizens of a loyal State enjoys?

Negro Testimony. | 

The Assembly by a vote of 38 to 31, last 
week, passed a bill admitting the testimony 
of negroes in criminal cases, and by another 
vote of 38 to 28, ordered to be engrossed a 
bill for negro testimony in civil cases. We 
have little or no doubt of the final result ‘of 
the bills in question. In the present mood 
of the Legislature it looks very much as if 
California was soon to be redeemed from 
the shame bequeathed to it by men, who in 
their day, contemned all who would not 
swear by slavery, as political contrabands— 
and at this day are, at heart if not in deed, 
in thorough sympathy with treason against 
our Government. They were the ones that 
gloried in fastening upon our young State 


land of slavery whence they came, as the 
Constitution would let them. Consistent 
with their policy, they ruled out the negro 
from testifying in our courts of justice 
against a white person,—no matter how in- 
telligent, thoroughly moral, truthful and re- 
spectable the black man; his word was as 
nothing, his oath nothing, character, and all], 
mere nothing when arrayed against the 
deeds, mayhap, of the worst of men. This 
relic of a detestable brood of “ Chivalry” 
bids fair to be among the things that were. 


_ Some New Facts of Geography. — 

The Russian possession and occupation 
of the region of the Amoor calls attention 
to the unprecedented greatness of that Em- 
pire. The N. Y. Zribune says that although 
tue territorial extent of the United States is 
fourteen times that of France, the continu- 
ous extent of the Russian Empire in En- 
rope and Asia is between two and three 
times that of the United States. If we in- 
clude the Russian Possessions. in America, 
the number of square miles of territory 
under the dominion of the Czar is 8,258,861. 

While Russia draws down upon China 
from the North and England pushes her 
progress from the South-West, the French 
are getting a foothold on the Hindoo-Ohi- 
nese Peninsula in the South-East.

A company of eight Englishmen, under 
the lead ofthe British Envoy, Alcock, made, 
some timé ago, the ascent of the Japanese 
sacred mountain, Fusi-Yama.

Not 
that all men in every respect are equal ; 
that can be said of no nation, race, or fami-

Since the Government, as such, has nothing 
to do with these questions, why should the 
assertion of the equality of men before the 
Government be made-to include them ? 
Governmental equality may differ from 
moral equality, since moral and religious 
questions are so largely left to the good 
sense of society. Both of these differ from 


| intellectual and social equality. Hence in: 


asserting the one we do not necessarily in- 
clude the others. After finding man morally 


pelled to admit a vast inequality existing. 
All men are, or they are not equal, just as 
you play upon the term. But is it worthy 
the dignity of a legislator to play thus upon 
terms? The question still recurs, are they 
not equal in the sense that our fathers de- 
clared? In this mad zeal in proclaiming 
the negro’s inferiority, men often assert their 
own inferiority. The argument against 
their having the right of franchise; is fre- 
quently made on the ground that they might 
become our representatives. Thus, in a 
country of only 8000 of these inferiors, in- 
terspersed amid hundreds of thousands of 
whites, our present legislators may hold their 
seats only through negro ineligihtlity.. This 
is admitting rather too much to carry a 
point, but such is the argument of prejudice 
and passion. | 
Thomas Jeffersofi declared “those prin- 
ciples” (referring to the Declaration and 
Constitution) to be “equal and exact jus- 
tice to all men, of whatever state, or per- 
suasion, religious or political.” Are we 
prepared to deny exact and equal justice to 
all? A heathen Plato and Aristotle could 
see that “ Lex est mens sine affectu, et quasi 
”—the law is mind without passion, 
and therefore like God. Passion aside, will 
any man deny that the so-called inferior 
races should be protected and adjudged by 
the same law of justice and humanity ? 
Demosthenes declared “ The design and 
object of laws is to ascertain what is just, 
honorable and expedient; and when this is 
discovered, it is proclaimed as a general 
ordinance, equal and impartial to all.” No 
other doctrine has the least sanction of com- 
mon sense, nor can a man be a loyal Ameri- 
can citizen and deny in such a sense the 
equality of all men: This is the corner- 
stone of our Republic, the palladium of our 
liberties. The man who swears to support 
our Constitution and denies it, is a political 
hypocrite. One man affirms the political 
equality of all men, meaning just what our 
fathers meant, and no more ; and forthwith 
he is denounced with a great deal of sensa- 


tion, as believing in the doctrine of “ Negro 
Equality,” including intelligence and do- 
mestic sociality. Under the delusion of this 
sophistry, passion and prejudice come in to 
take the place of law, and men’s rights are 
witholden under pretense of refuting what 
has never been asserted. It is time to look 
at this subject divested of political cant and 
party sophism. Shall we have different 
standards of justice for the different colors? 
May we not rather apply the golden rule, 
“ In all things as ye would that others should 
do to you, do ye even sotothem?” OQ.

Sundav Law for San Francisco Markets. 


The following bill passed the Legislature 
and was signed by Governor Stanford on 


Thursday, the 27th of March. Next Sun- 


day the Law goes into operation. The 
query will naturally arise why did not the 
Liquor Dealers’ Association oppose this 
special law on general principles of con- 


sctence, natural rights, liberty, etc. They 


ought to have opposed it, if they are right 

in opposing any Sunday law : 

AN ACT to prohibit the keeping open of 

...markets and the vending of meats, game, 

_ -vegetables or other market products in 
the city and county of San Francisco, on 
the Sabbath Day. 

The people of the State of California, re- 
presented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows: 

Section 1. It shall not be lawful for any 
market place or stall for the sale of meats, 
game, vegetables or other market products 
in the city of San Francisco, to be kept 
open on the first day of the week, usually 
known as Sunday, nor shall any meats, 
game, vegetables or other market products 

ld on Sunday at any such stall or mar- 
ket, nor from carts, wagons, or otherwise, in 
said city and county of San Francisco. 

Sec. 2. If any person who owns, keeps 
or attends any such stall or market, or vends 
such meats, game, vegetables or other mar- 
ket products from carts, wagons or other- 


wise, either in his own right, or as agent or 


servant for another, shall violate the provi- 
sions of this Act, he shall for every such 
offense be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and shall be punished by a fine of fifty dol- 
lars for each ‘and every offence, .to be re- 
covered as other fines for misdemeanor are 
now recoverable by law, and by imprison- 
ment until such fine is paid. | 

Sec. 3. All Acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Act are hereby repealed. 

Src. 4. This Act shall take effect at the 
expiration .of fifteen days next after its 


passage.
